An Absolute Gift 

Y vour will vou mav give property abso- 

lutely, conferring sole ownership of it on 

vour beneficiary; the property given may 
be taken to pay debts of the beneficiary: the 
’ property may be lost or squandered: the care 
and management may oceasion labor and worry 
when women, young people or invalids are the 
beneficiaries. 

Gifts of the Use 
With Power to Consume. 

by vour will you may give, not property, 
but the use of that property, for life or for a de- 
terminate period, providing that the beneficiary 
has power to consume the gift. The advantages 
of such a gift are that the life tenant will get 
full benefit of what you give him, but that he 
will not have power to decidé who shall succeed 
to whatever he may leave of the gift after he is 
dead. The disadvantages are that such prop- 
erty may be taken to pay claims of creditors of 
the person to whom it is left and there is no as- 
surance that the successor beneficiary will have 
any remainder to enjoy. Such a gift naturally 
invites disputes and litigation. 

Without Power to Consume. 

The advantages of a gift of the use without 
power to consume are that it gives the life ten- 
ant possession and beneficial use, but does not 
permit consumption, destruetion or eneum- 
| brance of the principal, and so insures most 
efficiently that there will be a remainder for 
the successor beneficiary. The disadvantages 
are that if money or perishable property is lef’ 
in this way it may never reach the successor. 
while, if real estate is left in this way, it mai 
suffer deterioration. Also the beneficiary’s in- 
terest in the property may be subjected to 
claims of his creditors, not the principal of the 
gift, but the interest and the income from it. 

Gifts in Trust 
To Apply Income. 

Instead of giving title to your beneficiary 
vou may, give it to the Mississippi Vallev Trust 
Company as trustee, with strict instructions 
that the trustee hold the principal intact, pay. 
ing the income to the beneficiary and turning 
over the principal to the remainderman, &t the 
expiration of the trust. The advantages are that 
the principal is absolutely protected from a 
life beneficiary himself and from his cree 


The income may also be protected by propiding 
that the trustee, in its discretion, may payto or 


Gifts Absolute, Gifts of the Use 
and Gifts in Trust 


for the beneficiary only so much as the trustee 
deems necessary for his or her comfort and well 
being. ‘The disadv antages of such a trust are 
that the life beneficiary cannot dispose of the 
principal and that, if the income ceases or is 
materially lessened, owing to conditions beyond 
the control of the trustee, it will be impossible 
for the trustee to sell or hypotheeate the prop- 
erty in its charge in the interests of the bene- 
ficlary. 
To Apply Income and Principal. 

As trustee the Mississippi Valley ‘Trust 
(‘ompany may be directed to apply income anc 
all or part of the principal to the use of bene-. | 
ficiary, turning over the remainder, if any, at 
the expiration of the trust. The adv antages 
here are many. The principal is protected from 
claims of any possible indiscretion, ill luck or 
inefficiency of the beneficiary and also from at- 
tack bv his creditors, but is available in case of 
necessity in the discretion of the trustee. The 
income may be protected against creditors and 
such a bequest leaves little possibility of dis- 
pute or litigation. The only disadvantages are 
that the trust fund-may be consumed in supply - 
ing the needs of the beneficiary, but in most 
cases the testator would rather take this chance ° 
than the chance that his immediate beneficiary 
may suffer through inability to touch the prin- 
cipal of the fund. 


Modifications 
These principles are taken from Daniel 8. 
Remsen’s book, ‘‘The Preparation and Contest 
of Wills.”’ Mr, Remsen savs in connection with 
them: ‘‘ But all these may be modified by suit- 
able words in the will.’’ 


Choosing a Trustee : 
Gieorge M. Pullman, founder of the Pullman 
Company, said in his will: 
‘*My wife is not named herein as executrix 


or trustee, because it is my wish to relieve her § 


from the labors, cares and responsibilities of 
the positions of executrix and trustee.

control, principles to whose introduction the United 
States has chiefly contributed. 

The league of peace will unquestionably find its great- 
est opportunities for usefulness in the years immediately 
succeeding the war. Whatever decisions are reached as 
to the Adriatic, Greater Servia, Rumania, free Poland, 
Russia, Hungary and the future boundaries of Turkey, 
there will be vast possibilities for jealousies, friction, 
complications, territorial disputes.“ Probably it will be 
some years before the races that come out of the war 
with new-found freedom or “with extended areas will 
settle down in quiet and content.
